T he house of commons is set for a iwo-month 
.summer recess, reluiTiing in early September— 
and then, it is suggested, iierhaps taking another recess 
to allow for important fall conferences which will re¬ 
quire the attention of key goNemmental figures. 
There will be manv Canadians who harbor strong 
doubts that the Sl8.006-a-year members of Parliament 
rlesen-e or are enlilled to so much holiday, especially 
when there is impoitant Icgislalion waiting to he 
enacted; u hen the rate of absenteeism from the Com¬ 
mons indicates that not a few members are taking un¬ 
official irests between ^■acat^ons, and when it is now 
possible for the MPs to fly home frequently at week¬ 
ends to take care of constituency or personal business. 

But it must be p-anled that the hot Ottawa 
summer does not piwide the best of parliamentary 
working conditions, and also that ha\ing the House 
«onstantlv atting would have a deleterious effect on 
the administi-atiN-e side of gowi-nment activities. 

This latter point is one taken into consideration 
l)v the Montreal Gazette in suggesting that the parlia¬ 
mentary recesses at Chinstmas, Easter and In the 
summer should be fixed by statute, rather Jhgn 
negotiated by the government and the OppoaitionTt^ 

If the iwesses were established by law, The 
(Jazeite aigues, members would lie able to plan better, 
I abinet minister would be assuied of time to concen¬ 
trate on their increasing admini.sirative loads, and 
ilie holidays would cease to be used as a means of 
bargaining over legislation with each side in a position 
10 threaten the other with prolonging the sessions. 

One can imagine that there would still be 
tnanoeuvring by government and Opposition alike to 
cast each other in an unfavorable political light in 
regard to the progress of legislation before the ad¬ 
journment dates; there would still be some room for 
iMU’gaining.

My Uncle Victor had often mentioned the West 
Leech River Falls in recounting his hunting trips of the 
early 1900s. Tlieir inaccessibility had until recently sup¬ 
pressed my desire to explore them. However, of late, 
I had learned that a private logging road, entei-ed from 
Sooke and owned by Butler Bros., passes about one-half 
mile from the top of the falls. 

With the hrm'i permi»sion, I drove out one Saturday to exptor* 
and photograph the area. 

After a waJk through slash to ttie top of the hdls. 1 got a pano¬ 
ramic view e-BSiward of the slopes and gulleytiOf the Sooke hills. 
In order to get a cloaeup photo of the oataract, I daoided to descend 
die sleep right bank. 


The ah.ite-rock formation of the clilfsidc was a different terrain 
from what I had lieen accustomed to as a coast hunter and out- 
doorsman. On crossing a skijv of splintered shale fragments. I 
began to slip and had I not let go of my camera to grab the branch 
of a tree wiUi my right hand, would have plunged hundreds feet 
into the rocky utaMni tx-low. I w'atchod the camera hurtle out of 
sif^t, the sound « iU desoent enveloped in tiie roar of the fails. 

With much greater ciubon, Uien, I inched down the precipitant 
bank, hoping by some miracle to find the camcri undaoiaged. 
On reaching (he* river hed. all I could sec of the falls was the third 
drop, an imposing sight in Itself—a narrow ribborf of white foam, 
melting in the desp pool below. A sharp turn In the stream eoev- 
cealed the ujiper i»ortl<ins 

Seatehing among the rocks. X found the camera, battered to 
Junk However, I would still look lor tlie best at>|iruach for a future 
picture. 

Scaling tlse left bank of tbe river, I found a flat circular bed 
at the base ol the second drop, covered with logs and other drift¬ 
wood — obviously a wide pool during the height of winter flood. 
Hece was a spectacular view of the first and second cataracts of 
the West ly>ecb. in its rugg«<d grandeur a far more impressive sigtil 
than the waterfalls of either the Elk or Little Qualieum rivers. 

It was evident that only the first plunge of the river couM be 
teen from behind the high cliff on the enst side or e\en from the 
lop of the falls. Ii U the only part visible* for many miles down 
across the lower Sooke hills. For two-thirds of the West l..ee<h 
waterbill is a ludden beauty, revealed only to those hardy and 
willing enough to scale the- cliffe guarding its secret. 

Returning to niy car, t drove down to the gatekeeper’- eabin 
and fold him that I wiiutd tiave to return to Victoria to get ano’licr 
camera. He kindly arranged to have the gate o|>en foi* me that 
evening, for I had decided to camp overnight in order to get an 
early morning .start. Tlie falls, lacing the eastern Sun, would tie 
best pliotograplied in tlie Ion-noon. 

Thai evening one more lundrance was yet to come. Before 
dark, I decided to take a drive on the logging road toward Its 
Jordan River terminus, 1 stojipcd at the Bear Creek diversion 
reservoir where a oar was parked. I found the driver was fishing. 
He Imd already obtalricd several good-siaed trout. 

Alter some conversation. I left him and graded back and afler 
t bit more mountaineering. I obtained some fine snaiwhots of tlie 
West Leech River Falls,
